Cown Counsel,- Mr S ewart 
Collier, sald that it was a parul- 
cularly wutortun.te case, Thy 
wou.d d man, Hung Cheuns, 
was delivering soft drinks with 
his colleagues from a truck in 
Kowloon City on March 4. They 
did not know the accused, 

WAVING CHOPPERS 


The truck driver was the first 
fo see the sccused. He moticed 
Chrn walking along the pave- 
mcat waving two choppers in 
the alr, The-accused went up 
to the truck and: struck. it, 
breuking o driving mirror. When 
u passenger ‘ sitting with: tho 
driver wound up the window. for 
protection, the accused hacked 
at the window, breaking the 
glass, The driver ond the paa- 
scuger then fled. 

Unfortunately, the — victim, 
Hung, who was collecting bottles 
from various shops on ao trolley 
way unaware of what had hap- 
pened and returned to the truck. 

@ saw the accused coming to- 
wards him waving the two 
choppers In the oir, He was 
frightened and turned round to 
run, He then felt himself belng 


struck, but did uot see who did 


it. 


The accused, who had revers2 
hig pleas to guilty, told the 
Judge that he hac always 
suffered from “mental discasc.” 
When he cut his own tongue. he 
was taken toa mental hospital. 


HEART JUMPING 


He sald that when hy chopped 
Hung, he did not know fully 
shat he was dotng, “When I Ictt 
the shop with a chopper in 
each hand, my heart was jump- 
Ing and .there was pressure on 
both my cars and I felt a pain 
fn the head,” Chan said, 

He added that Hung was 2 
stranger to him and there was 
no i))-fecling between them, 

Chan asked the Court for 

lonency in view of his illness, 
saying he hat a family to 
support. 
Mr Justice Scholes said he 
would necept the plea of guilty 
fn view of no medical report 
sent up to the Court, 


DON’T LIKE IT 


He sentenced Chan to three 
yeiry, tcliing him that he must 
stop chopping because “pcople 
do not Like to be chopped.” The 
wourded man wns badiy 
chopped and had a facial bone 
broken, the Judge added, 

Ho told the accused that if he 
racded medical treatment he 
would receive it in prison,
